squandered in various ways by the asswiation.

Sealed 
iiofnlmflions-Tor whlili forfeit-may-bo- Jc-clarcd* 
fore the expiration of the time of opening may re- 
main unoiHjned. No doubt the fact that Conroy 
had already been engage<l in the three stakes men- 
tioned had much to do with his being sent abroad.” 

Henry Ziegler, one of Cincinnati’s most ])romi- 
nent o\^^lers of thoroughbred horses, has returned 
from Lexington, where he si>ent the last ten days. 
Mr. Ziegler brings the information that Ogden, 
which was one of a lot of high-bred stallions that 
reached Lexington a few days ago, is a very sick 
horse. “Ogden was taken to Hamburg Place and a 
veterinarian called in immediately after his ar- 
rival.” said Mr. Ziegler. “He is a very sick horse.

With 
Mr. Ziegler during this conversation sat a gentle- 
man from the east, who imparted the information 
that Tod .Sloan will soon be given a license by the 
English Jockey (Tub, but that he will ride in this 
country and probably his own hor.ses.— Cincinnati 
Comniercial Tribune. 



The New Orleans Picayune of .January 9 has this 
to say about the setting down of Jockey Cochran ; 

“By order of the stewards. Jockey Cochran, who 
is perhaps entitled to rate as t>ne of the most popu- 
lar riders in the country, stands .suspended for one 
week. This edict came yesterday, after an amaz- 
ingly bad ride in the second race on the filly .Vmi- 
gari. It is a decision that everyone will admit was 
deserved, and the reason given for it, ‘indifferent 
and apparent inconsistent’ work, is. in plain words, 
letting him down ea.sy. Ever since he came here he 
has been furnishing rai)id-fire changes of form that 
would not have been tolerated from any other boy. 
Few take a dishonest view of his riding, the gen- 
eral opinion being that he has been abused, that is 
to say that he has been h)rced to keep on riding 
when nature and humanity almost demanded that 
, he be given a rest. 

“He has been hard at work for about fifteen 
months, doing heroic work day after day, that is 
riding more frequently than the heavyweights, who 
have had years of experience to develop in. His 
very features show the strain to which he has been 
pat. He has not complained, but has gono on striv- 
ing to do what nature rebelled against. Many have 
wondered that the iwwers have not stepped in and 
demanded that he be given a rest. Short as the 
vacation is now to b«' enforced.it is certain to do 
him good. Mere it for a month, or the entire meet- 
ing, the greater would be the charity conferred. 

“It has since last fall been underst<K>d that this 
boy was to ride for M. C. M’hitney next season. 
Now comes the statement frctm his father to the 
effect that the contract was either never signe<l or 
canceled after it was, the rea.-^o.ns given for this are 
that he. the father, would not agree to some of the' 
terms included in the papers, .\mong those to 
which parental objection was made were a clause 
that required the Imy to be at the stable to gallop 
the horses; another that he go to England if Mr. 
Whitney so desired, and a third that when Trainer 
Rodgers was reatly to break the yearlings he would 
do his part in the general schooling. Ha<l the boy 
fulfilled all these requirements he would be Iwtter 
off than he is just iu)w. It is true he has earned con- 
siderable money herr-, but with the financial gains 
has come a loss of i>restige that it will be difficult 
to regain. Hfid the boy been turne<l over to J. M. 
Rodgers. Mr. Whitney’s trainer, it would have been 
a guarantee of a bright career. Mr. M'hitney, in 
his turf dealings, has proved himself a prince of 
men.t Mr. Rodgers, as a trainer, has for years, and 
does still, class as one of the best of his craft. 
Under the siK)iisorshii) of thes<r two gentlemen the 
boy would have had every chance to work into the 
position of the be>t lightweight in recent years. 
As it is, retrogression has set in, and he has lost 
favor fast. To-day he stands with the unenviable 
mark of being suspended for inconsistent and in- 
different work.”

' In discnssini? some of the recent London sales of 
''thoroughbreds an English authority has this to say ; 

“One of the biggest lotteries is the breeding and 
sale of blood stock. Experience shows that win- 
ners often turn up in inexi>ensively purchased ani- 
mals. Santoi, the winner of the Jubilee Stakes and 
the Ascot Cup, cost 190 guineas. Handicapper, the 
sensational winner of the Two Thousand Guineas, 
was bought as a yearling for 380 guineas. The 1897 
yearlii^s sold for something like ii40,000. and the 
only winner out of the lot is Le Blizon ; 1898 proved 
ja bad year for the purchase of high-priced stock, 
and of the 1899 lot only Pietermaritzburg has come 
^ out with credit. George Faber’s colt won the 
Jockey. Club Stakes and two minor stakes, and so 
got back his purchase price of 2,000 guineas. The 
1900 yearlings have not done much this season as 
♦wo-year-olds. Sceptre cost 10,000 guineas, and has 
won 2,455 guineas; Mr. Platt’s Ice Maiden cost 1,900 
Crnineas, and has won £460. and so on. The costly 
failures during the just-ended season include Cup- 
bearer, Flying Lenuir, Sandflake and Ormelie, all 
, of whom have failed to score. This little lot cost 
upwards of £25,000.”
